guests arrived at De Witt State 
Hospital for the mentally ill for 
one of the most interesting field 
trips to be undertaken this semes- 
ter by an SSC class. 

To begin with, the psychology 
majors were allowed to witness the 
administration of an electric shock 
treatment to a patient. Following | 
this, all the students and guests 
were taken into the auditorium and 
patients with varying types of psy- 
choses and neurosis were inter- 
viewed by Dr. Johnson, the chief 
psychiatrist, to show the behavior | 
patterns that are connected with 
different types of the mentally ill. 
Included in these interviews was 
one example of chronic alcoholic | 
psychoses, who, when asked what | 
day it was, stated, “May 31, 1949” | 
and a senile dementia patient with | 
delusions of persecution, who| 
thought that the assistant district | 
attorney of Oakland disliked her 
and put her in the hospital just to 
get rid of her. 

Upon conclusion of the interviews 
Dr. Johnsen gave a brief talk on | 
the different types of abnormal be- | 
havior, stressing the point that it 
is only by the “Grace of God” that 
we are not there and that someday 
we may be on the inside looking 
out, instead of outside looking in. 

Following this brief talk, we 
were taken on a tour of the grounds 
and buildings. During this tour, one | 
of the students started to talk to 
one of the patients. He thought the 
world was crazy, but he was O.K., 
and to prove it, showed us an inven- 
tion, a bucket on which the handle 
stood erect at all times. He said his 
invention was worth four million | 
dollars.

or college credit, and to mature per- | 


sons, including public and private 
school teachers and others capable 
of profiting by the instruction. 

The minimum amount of work 
for which students may enroll is 
six and one-half units. Full-time 
students are permitted to attend 
additional classes as auditors if the 
space permits, but no record of at- 
tendance will be made and no credit 
for such classes given. 

All classes will be held between 
the hours of 7:30 a.m. and 1:20 p.m. 
Classes will be fifty minutes a day, 
five days a week, for the six weeks 
of one session. 

A program of student activities 
will be provided under the leader- 
ship of Dr. H. J. McCormick, and 
the Assistant Coordinator, Miss 
Charlotte M. Bergstrom. Folk 
dancing and other recreational op- 
portunities are planned as a regu- 
lar part of the six-weeks course. 
Facilities for tennis, golf, swim- 
ming and horseback riding are 
available on or adjacent to the cam- 
pus. Musical programs, are exhi- 
bitions, and an all-college picnic 
will complete a broad cultural and 
recreational program. 

Credits earned in summer session 
may be applied toward degrees and 
credentials at SSC or may be trans- 
ferred to other colleges or universi- 
ties. Graduates of the college are 
admitted to the University of Cali- 
fornia and to the graduate schools 
of other institutions. Courses com- 
pleted in Sacramento State College 
are fully recognized by the State 
Department of Education for cre- 
dential purposes.
